RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the oth August 1048 
No. D - 1 ( 354 ) II . — 1 February , 1918 , the Government of Judiu appointed 
2 Committee (known as the Disposals Utilization Committee ) under the Clair 
11wship of Mr. G . T . Thadhani, formerly Deputy Director-General (Sup ; ly ), to 
müku l econimnendations regarding the best use in Technical Departments of 
thu Central, Provincial and Statu Governments and in industries ind scientific 
laburaturies , of plunt, machinery and scientilic uppuratus uvailuble with the 
Director -Generul (Disposals ); to inspect , where necessary , the store s held by 
tho Diror-tor-Generul (Disposals ) witlı dt view to suggesting reconditioning of 
purtinily dniuugod planits or salvaging oľ ulunuyod parts of damaged plants , 
wherever such a course may be considered ndvisable ; and to make any other 
ib1c-illary recommendutions they muy think necessary in this connection . 

2 . The Committee subnitted thuir report on the 20th May 1948 . It wus 
placed before the Disposals Bourd on the 2nd July 1948 . 

3. The committee las colne to the conclusion th :11 il Vict; of ipital 
and consumer goods of which there are large stocks could be utilized in il nummer 
which would considerably add to the productive resources of the country . The 
wain findings of the Committee are : 

( 1 ) The present procedure , viz ., disposal ut surpluscs is they arise and 

Govorumont Departients indeuting only against their current j c 
quirements should be moliled . Government Dapurunenis plould 
frame their requirements on a reasonably long -term busis to ensure 

polopor utilizution of surplus stures . 
( 3 ) T , 15 uru utilization to the best advantage , l iconditius oſ surplus 

stores shoull be undortukon either by the Disposals Organizntion 
• itself or by the Ministries concerned after taking over the surplus 

equipment . 
( 13 ) l imrcial arrangements and unctives should be modificd , whero 

necessary to enable ( 1 ) and (2 ) above being implemented . 
( 1) Machine tools uvnilallo frow surplug und leparation sources should 

bo utilized for the establishment of i11 : following factorios : 
(a ) u factory for the manufacture of Nanchine tools , 
(6 ) fructory for the inanufucture of aero -ongines and internal ( on 

bustion engines , 
( c ) a fnctory for the inanufacture of aircraft . 
( 5 ) Mnchine tools not required for the nbare projects should be suitably 

allocated hetweon various projects undertaken by Government and 
also to different Government Departments , 
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(6 ) Much of the wireloss equipinunt üvuilable should be used as rHw 

matorial for the setting up of u radio industry . 
( 0 ) Signal stores which cunuot be brought into usu should be utilized 244 

raw muteriuls for the establishment vſ un electronic industry . 
(8 ) Curtain types of stures which # 14 duruble in character ud for which 

there is no iminediate demand should be stored und issued us on 

when demands arise . 
4 . The Government of ludia uccept the principle that priority ndentors 
should tuka over froin Disposals not only their curruut requirements but also 
their future requirements to the extent possible , in consultation with appro 
priato financial authoritics . 

5 . The Committeu s rocomimundution tlout the Disposuls Organization itself 
should recondition surplus stores before sale of others, involves u fundamental 
departuru from the existing policy . The Digjionals Organization has no freili 
tion for carrying out such reconditioning . To attempt this work by tlic eruploy 
ment of other Agoncius whether official or non -official will alniost urnout to 
the Organization converting itself into 2.11 Industrial undertaking with the atten 
clunt risks . Government, therefore , coept only the alternative suggestion of 
the Committee that the indeuting Departments should be encourilled in bithe 
over the stores from Disposals and recondition them under their own arrange 
mnents. 

6 . The Committee s suggestion thut curtain types of stores which uro 
(lurahlo in churucter and for which there is no immediate demand , 0 .g ., signal 
stores , radio equipment, sinall tools and hand tools , should be stored und 
issued as and when demands arise would retard speed of disposal and, in somne 
ouses, would involve the transfer of custodial duties from Del ençe Ministry to 
the Ministry of Industry and Supply . The Government of India , however, 
accept the rocommendation in principle and would givu ofl ect to it whorover it 
is worth -while . 

7 . Tho Governinout of Indiu accept in principle the recommendution of the 
Committed that surplus muchine tools and machine tools obtulined as repart 
tions froin Germany should re far is possible bo utilized for the establislıment 
of factorios l or the manufncturu of muchino tools , internal combustion wigines 
OL nircraft . Projects for such manufacturu nire urenly unde ( overujhent s 
consideration , 

8 . The Committou hos inade a scries of other recommendations regarding 
the utilisation nud disposal of particular classes of goods. The Government 
(of ladin direct the Director General (Disposal ) to conmickey these shtirilad ro 
commendations in consultation witli appropriate authorities and to take furthor 
uction uſter obtaining the npproval of the Disposuls Bourd or the Governinent 
whcrover necessary . 

0 . In conclusion , tho Government of Indiu wish to express their appreciat 
tiou to the Cluirmun and members oť the Comunitiline for the valuable report 
which they havo produced within the short time it their disposal.
